CorFKYVILLE, Kan., Oct. A.—The Dal- 


ton gang of outlaws, the most notori- 
ous in the west, was wiped off the face 
of the «arth here yesterday, but in the 
battle which resulted in their exter- 
mination, three good citizens were 
killeiUand two fatally wounded. The 
desperadoes, who had grown bolder as 
they thought they were above all law 
and that the officers of the county were 
powerless against them, had attempted 
to raid the banks of this, then- old 
home, when they met the fate which 
they so well merited, but which they 
had heretofore escaped. Had they con- 
fined their efforts to train robbery they 
might now be alive, but the imitation 
of the James boys proved their death.

them came to 
town 
together 


mounted,abont0'30 o'clock, and leaving 
their horses in an alley, walked rapidly 
across the square and four entered 
Condon's and two the First national. 
At Condon's bank the desperadoes were 
told by Cashier Ball that the time lock 
would not be open until 10 o'clock; so 
holding their Winchester's on Ball and 
Teller Charles Carpenter, they said 
they would wait, taking meanwhile all 
the money in the drawer.

The large rewards fo • the capture of 


the outlaws, dead or alive, will, if the 
citizens' wishes are respected, go to the 
families of the murdered citizens. 


All of the money was recovered to a 


cent and turned over to the banks. 


Emmett Dalton has made a partial 


confession that his gang was the same 
that robbed the Pacific express car on 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway 
at Adalr station in the Indian territory 
last July, and committed other daring 
robberies. 


The news was telegraphed to Far- 


sons shortly after 10 o'clock and Gen- 
eral Superintendent Fro?, of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas road, with his 
special car, in which were thirty or 
forty trusty citizens with Winchesters 
and shot guns, came to Coffeyville to 
assist tin running the desperadoes to 
bay. 


They found on their arrival that 


there Was but little work f or them to 
do, as the plucky inhabitants of Coftey- 
vllle had wound up the careers of the 
desperadoes.

THE VENEZUELAN REVOLUTION. 


The Long- Sustained Btnuvle Naaitoa aa 


- and In the Success of the Bavo- 


IntlonisM. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 6.—The steamship 


Venezuela 
which arrived from La 


Guayra yesterday afternoon brought 
the latest nevts irora the Venezuelan 
revolution. The long struggle is near- 
ing an end and will result in the over- 
throw of the government which haa 
made such a persistent fight 


According to the reports Gen. Collno, 


with a force of 6,000 men, joined Gen. 
Crespo, the revolutionist leader, at Val- 
encia on Sunday, September 26. This, 
the report says, made Crespo's force 
number about 16,000 men. 


On Monday September 26, Gen. 


Crespo started his force for Caracas. A 
portion of his advance guard arrived at 
La Victoria on September 28. 


Crespo is advancing his forces upon 


Caracas by different routes. They all 
expect to meet in Caracas. The march, 
from Valencia would occupy from 
twelve to fifteen days, provided there 
is no interruption. 


At Las Peques the revolutionists will 


fight their decisive battle. Las Peqnei 
is the best fortified place that the gov- 
ernment holds, and Gen. Polldo it 
therewith (1,000 soldiers. It will be 
necessary for Grespo to take this point 
before he can enter Caracas. Onoe he 
Is in possession of Las Peques his en- 
trance into Caracas will be an easy 
matter. 


On September 88 there was a battle 


between the revolutionists and govern- 
ment troops at a place called Maoulo, 
which is just outside of La Guayra, and 
the revolutionists were defeated. Eaoh 
Bide had about 0,000 men. The revolu- 
tion troops were in the town of La 
Guayra when the government troop* 
opened fire on them from the mountain 
side and from the advantage of their 
position succeeded in putting the revo- 
lutionists to flight

sent word at 6:35 o'clock this evening 
to the reporters waiting outside the 
Aldworth gate that Tennyson was dy- 
ing slowly, painlessly and consciously. 
Messengers were dispatched hurriedly 
over the Hazelmere road to convey the 
news to the offices of the London dal- 
lie*.

Then the crowd of reporters waited 


in silence for the next bulletin from 
the bedside of the dying poet 


At 7:15 Lady Clark left the house and 


took a carriage to be driven to London, 
over the Hazelmere route. 
At the 


entrance of the grounds she stopped to 
answer the inquiries of the reporters 
and the little group of men and women 
from Hazelmere who had gone to watch 
out the night outside the house of the 
dying man. She said that all hope was 
gone. Tennyson's mind was unclouded 
and he knew that his remaining hours 
of life were few. He had talked tran- 
quilly of his death with his wife and 
hi* son Hallam. He seemed to be per- 
fectly happy and free from pain. - Lady 
Clark spoke with tears a* she told of 
the scene at the bedside. 


All hope of Tennyson's recovery was 


abandoned between 11 and la o'clock 
last night The bulletin at 5 o'clock 
this morning said that no change in 
the patient's condition was apparent. 
At 8 o'clock the gardener came out and 
fastened with a stout rope the rustic gate 
and the front entrance to the grounds 
around the house and tied a basket to 
the latch. He explained that Tenny- 
son was near death and the family 
wished to secure perfect quiet by the 
exclusion of aU visitors from the 
grounds. The basket was for the cards 
o( friends or admirers who might come 
for the last news of the poet's condi- 
tion. 


At 7 o'clock a bulletin concerning 


the course of the distfasu during the 
night was given to the reporters who 
waited at the entrance. It stated that 
Tennyson's i-eondlUon had shewn no 
marked change since last evening. He 
was extremely weak. The bulletin 
was fastened to tht> rustic gate for the 
Information^ of persons who might 
come later. 


As the morning advanced many men 


arrived at Aldworth from London and 
joined the watchers. Hour after hour 
Missed without news from the sick 
chamber, yet the people at the gate 
waited patiently. At 11 o'clock Sir 
Andrew Clark and Lady Clark arrived 
in a carriage from London. He had 
come for another consultation with Dr. 
Dabbs, although he knew that his mis- 
sion might prove fruitless. 
At la 


o'clock a bulletin announced that Ten- 
nylon was near Us end. He could last 
but a tow hoars more. 


Between it and 8 o'clock many per- 


sona came and went after dropping 
their curds in the basket Hundreds of 
telegrams and letters of inquiry, con- 
dolence and sympathy were brought 
fnom Hazelmere. They came by scores 
from all parti of Great Britain and the 
continent, and the man servant was 
kept busy receiving and delivering 
them at the door. At B:S8 o'clock an- 
other bulletin told the silent crowd 
that Tennyson was sinking rapidly and 
would die before midnight 


Toward evening most of the watch- 


ers went to Hazelmere or London, 
leaving the reporters at the gate. At 
nightfall the windows of Aldworth, 
which were left dark last evening were 
lighted, and the larffe bow window 
oposlt* the terrace steps was thrown 
open. Those qotsld* thought that the 
poet was dead, tat this impression was 
corrected by the bulletin at 0:85 o'clock. 


Dr. Dabbs says that Tennyson's acute 


illness began on September »T. He WE* 
chiliad while driving and the sever, 
oold which he then caught developed 
rapidly Into Influenza. 


Tennyson's illness haa produced a re- 


markable interest in his personality 
amon^ the people of the rural district* 
where h* ha* lived for twenty yean al- 
most unobserved by them.

Crespo started his force for Caracas. A 
portion of his advance guard arrived at 
La Victoria on September 28. 


Crespo is advancing his forces upon 


Caracas by different routes. They all 
expect to meet in Caracas. The march. 
From Valencia 
would occupy from 


twelve to fifteen days, provided there 
is no interruption. 


At Las Peques the revolutionists will 


fight their decisive battle. Las Feqnei 
is the best fortified place that the gov- 
ernment holds, and Gen. Polldo it 
therewith (1,000 soldiers. It will bo 
necessary for Crespo to take this point 
before he can enter Caracas. Once he 
s in possession of Las Feqnes his en- 
trance into Caracas will be an easy 
matter. 


On September 88 there was a battle 


between the revolutionists and govern- 
ment troops at a place called Maoulo, 
which Is just outside of La Quayra, and 
the revolutionists were defeated. Each 
aide had about 0,000 men. The revolu- 
tion troops were in the town of La 
Quayra wheB the government troops 
opened fire on them from the mountain 
side and from the advantage of their 
josltion succeeded in putting the revo- 
lutionists to flight 


All those who can are leaving Car- 


acas, and in order to do ao, must obtain 
;he permission of the highest officials In 
power. 


It was reported that the steamship 


Venezuela had some difficulty with the 
customs house authorities, but Capt 
Chambers and the purser would neither 
corroborate or deny the report.

THE OLDPOBTLTHG IT DEATH'S POOR 


Tranquilly Awaiting the Summon* 


That VVUl Call Him Home-All 


Hope Abandoned 
by Hi* 


Physicians and Family. 


, Oct 5.—The household ai 


Aldworth were at the bedside ,of Ten- 
nyson at 7 o'clock awaiting his death. 
Sir Andrew Clark, Dr. Dabbs, Lady 
Tennyson, Hallam Tennyson, and an 
old family servant are in the sick cham- 
ber. 
Sir Andrew Clark planned to re- 


turn to London early in the evening, 
but he Has dismissed his carriage and 
will remain: with his patient until the 
last 


Sir Andrew Clark and ,Dr, Dabbs. 


sent word at fl'35 o'clock this evening 
to the reporters waiting outside the 
Aldworth gate that Tennyson was dy- 
ing slowly, painlessly and consciously. 
Messengers were dispatched hurriedly 
over the Hazelmere road to convey the 
news to the offices of the London dal- 
llea. 


Lord Tennyttm 


Then the crowd of reporters waited 


in silence tor the next bulletin from 
the bedside of the dying poet 


At 7 16 Lady Clark left the house and 


took a carriage to be driven to London, 
over the Hazelmere route. 
At the 


entrance of the grounds she stopped to 
answer the inquiries of the reporters 
and the little group of men and women 
from Hazelmere who had gone to watch 
out the night outside the house of the 
dying man. She said that all hope was 
gone. Tennyson's mind was unclouded 
and he knew that his remaining hours 
of life were few. He had talked tran- 
quilly of hi* death with his wife and 
hi* son Hallam. He seemed to be per- 
fectly happy and free from pain. - Lady 
Clark spoke with tears as she told of 
the aeene at the bedside. 


All hope of Tennyson's recovery was 


abandoned between 11 and 13 o'clock 
last night The bulletin at 5 o'clock 
this morning said that no change in 
the patient'* condition was apparent 
At 8 o'clock the gardener came out and 
fastened with a stout rope the rustic gate 
and the front entrance to the grounds 
around the home o,nd tied a bosket to 
the latch. He explained that Tenny- 
son was near death and tho family 
wished, to secure perfect quiet by the 
exclusion of olj visitors from the 
grounds. The basket was for the cards 
of friends or admirers who might come 
for the last new* of the poet's condi- 
tion. 


At 7 o'clock a bulletin concerning 


the course of the distfasu during the 
night was given to the reporters who 
waited at the entrance. It stated that 
Tennyson's fconduton had shewn no 
marked change atoce last evening. He 
was extremely weak. The bulletin 
was fastened to «J6 rustic gate for the 
Information^ ot persons Who might 
come later. 


As the morning advanced many men 


arrived at Aldworth from London and 
joined the watchers. Hour after hour 
passed without new* from the sick 
chamber, yet the people at the gate 
waited patiently. At 11 o'clock Sir 
Andrew Clark and Lady Clark arrived 
in a carriage from London. He had 
come for another consultation with Dr. 
Dabbs, although he knew that his mis- 
sion might prove fruitless. 
At 19 


o'clock a bulletin announced1 that Ten- 
nylon was near his end. He could last 
but a few hoars more. 


Between it and 8 o'clock many per- 


sona came and went after dropping 
their curds in the basket Hundreds of 
telegrams and letters of inquiry, can- 
dolenoo and sympathy were brought 
inom Haielmere, They came by scores 
from all port* ot Great Britain and the 
continent, and the man servant was 


busy receiving and delivering 
at the door. At 8:38 o'clock an- 


other bulletin told the silent crowd 
that Tennyson was shaking rapidly and 
would die before midnight 


Toward evening moat- ot the watch- 


er* went to Hazelmere or London, 
leaving the reporters at the gate. At 
nightfall the windows ot Aldworth, 
which were left dark last evening were 
lighted, and the large bow window 
oposlte {he terrace stops was thrown 
open. Those qutslda thought that the 
poet wo* dead, hut this impression was 
corrected by the bulletin at 0:35 o'clock. 


Dr. Dabbs aays that Tennyson's acute 


illneas began «n September 97. He was 
chilled wMI* driving and the .sever* 
oold which he then caught developed 
rapidly Into Influenza. 


Tennyson's illness ho* produced a re- 


marlntble. interest in his personality 
among the people of the rural district* 
where h* ho* lived for twenty yean al- 
most unobserved by them. 
Except 


Prof. Tyndell, who lives at Hlndhead, 
and a few of the poeVa wealthier neigh- 
bor*, the people have paid little atten- 
tion to his coming and going. To-day, 
howe>er, the simplest of his neighbors 
have made pllgrimagea .to Aid worth to 
gather meager bite o* Information of 
the noet'a hut hours.

Wages Tending; Upward. 


"The tendency of wages in all our pro-

The uet result to labor has 
been from the two causes, an increase 
in the purchasing power of wages o] 
nearly fifty per centum in the last ten 
years. This ia not a result to make 
worklngmen hostile to the protective 
tariff on manufactured wool, and more 
especially is this true if the fact is 
established, and It will be, that wages 
abroad during tho name period have 
been reduced. 


Steadily, but surely, the free trader 


haa been driven from the positions he 
has occupied, and in his rapid and in. 
glorious retreat there Is little left but 
the cry of "fraud and robbery" and the 
"lack of constitutional power," 'Wages 
and cost of living' at home and abroox 
are . established 
beyond 
question. 


Steady reduction in cost of protested 
commocUtiea to consumers cannot be 
denied. Poor old Trust went down to 
avoid the punishment provided by 
publican legislation, and general pros- 
perity makes people extremely indiffer- 
ent to a change, especially such a radi- 
cal one as proposed by the democratic 
platform."
